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Capratin Cook had no claim to diftinction on account of 
the luftre of his anceftry or birth. His father was in the humble 
itation of a fervant in hufbandry, and married a woman of the 
fame rank with himfelf. Captain Cook was born at Marton 
in the North-riding of Y orkfhire, on the 27th of Oétober, 
1728. He was one of nine children, all of whom are now 
dead except a daughter, who married a fifherman of Redcar. 
He received the firft rudiments of education from the fchool- 
miftrefs of the village ; and afterwards, on his father’s removal 
to Great Ayton, he was put to a day fchool, at the expence of 
Mr. Skottow, his father’s employer, where he was inftruéted in 
writing, and in a few of the firft rules of Arithmetic. Before 
the age of thirteen he was bound apprentice to Mr. W. San- 
derfon, a haberdafher or fhopkeeper, at Staiths, about ten 
miles trom Whitby; but foie difagreement taking place be- 
tween hiin and his matter, he indulged his own inclination in 
binding himfelf apprentice to Mefirs. Walkers of Whitby, 
who had feveral veilels in the coal trade, and after ferving a 
few years longer in the fituation of a common failor, he was 
at length raifed to be mate of one of Mr. Walker’s fhiips. 
During all this period it is not recollected that he exhibited any 
thing pe culiar, elaher in his abilities or conduct. 

E arly i in the year 1755 when hoftilities broke out between 
France and England, Cook entered on board the Eagle of fixty 
guns, to which veflel Sir Hugh Palliter was foon after appoint- 
ed, who foon diftinguifhed him as an aétive and diligent fea- 
man, and his promotion was forwarded by a letter of recom- 
mendation which was written by Mr. Ofbaldefton, member for 
Scarborough, at the requeft of feveral neighbours, in Mr. 
Cook’s favour. On the 1t5th of May, 1759, he was ap- 
pointed mafter of the Mercury which foon after failed to 
America, and joined the ficet under Sir Charles Saunders, at

of preferving the health of feamen, which he aft er wards pure 
{ued with fuch remarkable fuccefs. 

The manner in which Lieutenant Cook had performed this 
fervice, juttly recommended him to the favour of Government: 
and accordingly he was, on the 2gth of Auguli, 1771; promot: ‘d 
to ee a commander in his Ma yjeity’s navy. About this time 
the creat ee concerning the e xiftence of a Terra Au/tra- 
lis in onita engaged the attention of beers Public and Government, 
and an soon n was projected to afcertain the fact. When 
the defign was refolved on, it did not admit of any hefitation 
by whom it was to be carried into execution. Tor the greater 
adva ntage of the undertaking it was agreed, that two thipsy 

conftruéted like the Endeavour, fhould be employed: the 
lareeft of the two, about 462 tons, was called the Refolution, 
and commanded by Capt. Cook; and the other, which was 
of 336 tons burthen, was Called the Adveuture, and was com- 
manded by Captain Tobias Furneaux. The complement of the 
former, including officers, was 112 perfous; that of the latter, 81. 
Mr. W. Hodges » an excellent painter, and Mr. John Reinhold 
Fofter and his fon, eminent naturalifts, alfo Mr. W. Wales, 
and Mr, W. Bayley, as aitronomers, were engaged to accom- 
pany the expe dition ; and on the 1 3th of July, 1772, the two 
vellels fet fail from Plymouth. For reafons fimilar to thofe 
before afligned we mutt decline entering into the particulars 
of this voyage ; let it fuffice to fay, that every object of the 
undertaking was completely attained ; Captain Cook made the 
circuit of the Southern Ocean in a high latitude, and traverfed 
it in fuch a manner as not to leave the leaft room for a pofli- 
bility of the exiftence of a continent, unlefs near the pole, and 
out of the reach of nz avigation. But fomething {till more ufeful 
was atchieved by this expedition, viz. Captain Cook’s difco- 
very of infallible means for preferving the health of feamen, 
which chiefly conlifted in the ufe of fugar of malt made occa- 
fionally into fweet wort, of four crout, rob of lemon, green 
vegetables wherever they could be procured, in a conftant and 
ample fupply of frefh water, and in keeping the veffel well 
wathed, dry, and ventilated. After a circumnavigation, which 
comprehended no lefs than 20,000 leagues, nearly three times 
the equatorial diameter of the earth, exclufive of the voyage 
to and from the Cape of Good Hope, Captain Cook landed 
at Portfmouth on the goth of July, 1775, having been abfent 
three years and eighicen days, during which time, and under 
all ch; inges of climate, he loft but four men, and only one of 
them by ficknefs. 

On the gth of Auguft, after his return, Captain Cook was 
railed to the rank of a Pott Captai iin, and three days after- 
wards he was appointed a Captain in Greenwich hofpital. He 


was admitted a Fellow of the Royal Society, on the 7th of

Phe next,object which enerofled the attention of the pr blic, 
was the difcovery of a northern patlage to the Pacihe Ocean, 
nd confequently to the Eatt Indies and an expedition for this 
nurpole was determined on by Government; but though all] 
reed that Captain Cook would be the moft proper perion to 
conduct it, after the toils he had already endured, none pre- 
fumed to folicit him. ‘he fecret wifhes of the admiralty were, 
however, anticipated by the Captain’s voluntary offer, and he 
Was appointed to the command on the roth of February, 
B77 , at the fame time if Was agreed that he fhould, on his 
turn. be reftored to his fituation at Greenwich, and if no 
vacancy happened, the ofhcer who fucceeded him was to refign. 


On this occafion the ufual plan of difcovery was reverfed, and 
initead of a patlage from the Atlantic to the Pacific, one from

«Tt cannot, I think, be denied, that genius belonged to Captain Cook 
in an eminent degree. By genius I do not here underftand i imagina- 
tion merely, or that power of culling the flowers of fancy which poetry 
delio! its mM; bat an inventive mind ; a mind full of refources; and 

which, by its « vn native vigour, can fuggeft noble objects of purfuit, 
and the moit effectual methods of attaining them, ‘This faculty was 
potlefled by our navigator in its full energy, as 1s evident from the 
uncommon fagacity and penetration wh ich he difcovered in a vatt 
variety of critical wil dificult fituations. 

‘Vo genius Captain Cook added application, without which nothing 
very \ aluable or permanent can be aceomplithed, even by the brightett 
Capac ity. wae an ote nitting attention to whatever related to his 
profteiiion, he was diftinguithe dj in early hfe. In every atiair that was 
oe inaeiond ay him, % is afliduity was without interruption, and with- 
out abatement. Ww herever he came, he futtered noyhing which was 
t tor a feaman to know or to pract tife, to pafs unnoticed, or to efcape

us diligence. 

‘The senius and application of Captain Cook were followed by a 
Jarge exte A of knowledge ; a knowledze which, betides a confummate 
acquaintance with navigation, comprehended a number of other 
feleaces. In this refpect, the ardour of his mind rofe above the dif- 
advantages ot a very contned education. His progrefs in the ditte- 
rent branches of the mathemati , and particularly in aitronomy, be- 
came fo emin nt, that, atlength, he wa: able to take the lead in making 
the neceJary obfervations of t>is kind, in the courfe of his vOvales. 
He attained, likewife, to fucha cx eree of proficiency in general learn- 
ino, and the art of compofition, as to be able to e xpri fs Limfelf with 


—d 


a manly clearnefs and propricty, and to become refpe¢table as the nar- 
rator, as well as the performer, of great actions. 

‘ Another thing, ftrikingly con{picucus in Captain Cook, was the 
perfeverance with which | he purfued he noble obiects to which his life 
was devoted. This, indeed, was a more diftinguithed feature in his 
character: in this he fcarcely ever had an i and never a fuperiore 
Nothing could dt.ert him ft rom the points he aimed at; and he perfited 
in the pr v: ‘ution of them, throu oh diticulties and obftructions which 
have deterred wk of very confiderable itrength and firm- 

‘What enabled him to perfevere in all his mighty undertakings, 
was the invincible fortitude of his fpirit. Of this, inftances without 
number occur in the accounts of his expeditions ; two of which I] 


fhall take the liberty of recalling to the attention of my readers. ‘The 
firit is, rhe undaunted magnanimity with which he profecuted his dif- 
cover) lone the whole fouth-ealt coat of New Holland.

the r confideration. Each Rupack delivered his opinion, but without 
rifing from |:is eat; anu when the matter before them was fetded, the 
king ftanuing up puc an end to the council. 

‘« When any meflage was brought him, whether - council or elfe- 
wiecre, if it came by one of. the common peop le, was celivered at 
fome dittance, in a low voice, to one of the se rior Aupacks, who 
bending, inan h jumble manner, at the king’s fide, desivered 1tin the fame 
manner, Vv ‘th his face turned a! “fide. His commanas aj peared to be

abfolute, though he a¢ted in no important bufinefs without the advice 

of his 3 get — every day in the afternoon, whether he was at

In the paflage from Pelew to China, fomewhat was alfo dif- 
covered in Prince Lee Boo, pretty fimilar to hak is called 
fecond fight: at the time he was extremely fea fick, he exprefled 
his concern at the diftrefs his father and friends would tufter, 
as they Anew, he faid, what he was then fuffering.

The following account of fire-fignals is curious, and we 
coubt 1 not, will prove acceptable to our readers. 

‘ The antie nts, particularly the Greeks, were remarkable for their 
ingenious contrivance of fignals by fire. We are aflured, that, ina 
mountainous country, they could in a moment, by means of torches, 
convey intelligence to a very great diftance. They even invented a 
mi i of exprefling, by the number and arrangement of flambeaus, 
every letter of the alp yhabet ; fo that a guard on one eiminence could 
converte, by fpelling their words, with another many leagues off. 
There is an exact defcription of it in Polybius ; and in the feventeenth 
book of the Antient Hiitory by Rollin ; who adds, that he had feen a 

samphlet, printed in 1702, and dedicated to the king of France by 
Monf. Marcel, which explained a fyftem of fignals, whereby any piece 
of news could be communicated by one fhip to another at a diftance,

as quickly as it could be fet dow n in writing. 

7 Mal ignals are of great ant iquity. Clytemneftra, at Argos, is 
faid to have received, in th is way, intel lligence of the deftruction of 
Troy, the very night in which it was taken. A fire, kindled by Aga- 


memnon’s order on mount Ida, was feen at Lemnos, where another 
was inflantly lighted, which was repeated on Athos, and fo forwarded 
from one eminence to another, where guards had been placed on pur- 
pole, un at laft it {hone on the heights of Arachne, and was de {cried 

a watchm an ftationed on the toy » of C lytemnettra’s palace. The 


progre fs of thefe fignals is minutely defcril ed by Efchylus, in the tra 

gedy of pee emnon; W hich opens with a foliloguy of the w sachenan, 
‘ npl Sing, iat for nine years h c had pafle d th ic nig] it in that place 
without fleep, "edhe out for the promifed fignal. While he ts 


freaking, he difcovers it, and gives notice to the queen; who, in 
ing the good news, ir iforms the chorus, by what means it had 

been tranfmitted to her, "The paflage is curious ; and proves at leatt, 
that fignals by fire were well known in Greece in the days of Efchylus, 
who flourifhed five hundred years before Chritt. Quintus Curtius re- 
lates, that they we re frequent among the Afiatics in the time of Alex- 
mae : a we lea umn from Cxfar and Li ivy, that they were ufed by 
e Romans. ‘Traces of them are {till to be feen on the tops of moun- 
tains in Sean. And in this kingdom there are feveral high hills, 
hollowed a little on the fummit, which retain the marks of burning, 
and are by fome believed to have been volcanoes ; though I think it 
more meg. that they may have been ftations, where ‘fires were oc- 
cafionally lig! hted to alarm the country. Of thefe 1 remember three 
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und was written by Alexander of Paris, in conjunction with 
Lambert le Cors. Alexander flourifhed in the 719 century, 
and was the firit French author, It is faid, who awop ted the 
heroic verie of twelve fyllables, afterwards called Alexandrine, 
from his own name, perha PS) as well as the title of the poem.+

therefore, we muft cften compare qualities with one another, and cone 


fequently fpeak of them as being defirable, - sable, pleafar it, great, 
{mall, good, evil, indifferent, &c. In this manner a quality is {poken 

of as fome thing, that is itfelf charaterifed by qualities; which comes 
fo near the defcripti n of afub +, that lancuave gives it a name of 
the fubftantive form.

would fay, becaufe it exprefies afhrmation; and we think he 
will have but few followers, if he fays that amare is no part 
of the verb, merely becaufe it wants athirmation. 

‘The author obferves, that the times of verbs, in Englith, are 
improperly c¢: led tenfes; © a word,’ continues he, © whofe 
apparent etymology would never lead us even to guefs at its 
meaning ; and which, ifit were not explained to us, we fhould 
not think of ¢ ciehitiea us a corruption of the Latin tempus, or 
wt the French temps.

members to decide on this fubject, M. M. de Latlone, Dau- 
benton, ‘“lenon, aa Lavoifier, De la Place, Colomb, 
Darcet ; and to thefe was afterwards added a ninth, M. Villet. 
‘The decifions of thet enlightened men were likely to be in 
the higheft degree important, yee they refolved to proceed with 
caution and deliberation. ‘The more they entered into a dif- 
cuftion of the fubject, the greater ap »peared the difficulties they 
had in their wav. No ftandard work exifted on the formation 
and management of hoipitals ; they had to begin to collect in- 
formation on thefe points, in order that they might form fome 
notion of what a perfect ettablithment of this kind ought to be, 
before they attempted to aj preciate the propotal before them. 
M. ‘Tenon, the author of thefe Memoires, was particularly 
active on this occafion.

iH. nce > the prefent publication ; in whic h M. Tenon has con- 
med himfelf to the hofpitals of Paris. Ina fublequent work 
Le | ur ifes t to treat of the foreign hofpitals. 
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The prefent work confifts of five memoires.—The firft 
enumerates and claffles the hofpitals of Paris, and endeavours 
tn afcertain the afiftance derived from the meen From 
this we learn that there are forty-eight h ofpitals or houtes of 
charity in Paris, twenty-two for the fick, twenty rst other ob- 
rects of charity, and fx of a mixed kind, adinitting both the 
other clafles.—The number of perfons contained in ‘the whole, 
is, upon an average, 6,236 fick, 14,105 of other charitable 
objects (valides) and 15,000 foundlings. Thus the holpitals of 
Paris extend their rig to 35,341 indi iduals da ily ; a number 
which is to the whole inhabitants of the city as ito m8. If 
we except the foundlings, the proportion is as I to 331; and 
if we take the fick only, itis as 1 to 1054. The number of 
fick entertained in the Hotel-Dieu, compared with the number 
in all the othe: hofpit tuls, is as © to 12. 

M. ‘enon obferves, that there are two charitable inftitu- 
tions {till wanting in Paris, one for the eare of the blind, and 
another for the inoculation of the children of the poor.—We 
cannot proceed at prefent. This work is an original one in 
its kind. Its details are at once minute and comprehenfive, 
and they relate to a fubject univerfally interefting. To the

Henry was the bravelt, the moft 
f:ilfal warrior; but Louis poffefled more greatnefs of fuul, and 
was fuperior to him in the art of government. We admire the 
eafe and franknefs of Henry, the grandeur and dignity of Louis. 
‘The firft was the moft amiable man ; the fecond the greateft king. 
f agriculture and the ufeful arts were encouraged under Henry, 
merce and the arts of luxury under Louts, it only proves, 
hat Sully was an abler miniiter than Colbert. But the author 
eems not fufficiently to refleét, that Henry always fought the hap- 
iefs of his people, Louis the aggranditement of his dominion : 
he one always diiplayed a ftrong intereft in their welfare, the other 
deigned not to notice them whilft they groaned under the effects
